Bryan Students Host 
123 High School Guests 

More than 150 guests from 15 
states were entertained at Bryan for 
the Valentine week end. Of these, 123 
were high school students who shared 
college life with the students in the 
dormitories and dining room and also 
participated in a busy schedule of ac- 
tivities planned especially for them. 
Other guests were parents, pastors, 
alumni, and friends who brought the 
young people to the campus. 

Members of the student council 
under the supervision of Wayne Dix- 
on, president, welcomed the guests, 
helped them to register, and directed 
them to their assigned rooms for the 
week end. 

The guests were initiated into col- 
lege life with an all-school Valentine 
party on Friday night and then saw 
the more formal side at the sweet- 
heart banquet on Saturday night in 
the college dining hall. Following the 
banquet, a musicale in the chapel in- 
cluded two features: the Madrigal 
Singers, a new chorus of twelve stu- 
dents who sang several secular ar- 
rangements, and the one-act comic 
opera, “Rita,” by Donizetti, which 
was performed by Karen Worrell, 
soprano soloist from Columbus, Ind., 
and Prof. Daryl e Worley, tenor solo- 
ist. 

The Bryan Lions provided one of 
their spectator thrillers on the bas- 
ketball floor Saturday afternoon as 
they held Mars Hill College of North 
Carolina in check for a two-point vic- 
tory. Concluding the week end events 
on Sunday afternoon was the vesper 
service in the college chapel with 
Howard Park ’55, alumni field rep- 
resentative, as devotional speaker. 
Two of the guests, June and Madge 
Porter of Greenville, S.C., shared in 
the special musical program along 
with college student musicians.

He is cur- 
rently serving as a director of the 
National Association of Evangelicals. 
Dr. Alma Rader, retired Bryan Bible 
teacher, was associated with Dr. Van- 
Cleve in Butler, while she was gen- 
eral secretary at the YWCA. 

Following recent practice, in addi- 
tion to highlighting the inherent pur- 
pose of special occasions, the banquet 
will be used to inform the college 
family of some aspect; of contempo- 
rary Christianity.

LONG-TIME BRYAN FRIENDS CALLED HOME Chapter Fellowship 


Dr. E. V. Howell, pastor of Els- 
mere Baptist Church, Erlanger, Ky., 
and a longtime friend of Bryan Col- 
lege, passed away on January 7. Prior 
to his eleven-year ministry at the 
Elsmere church, Dr. Howell had been 
pastor of Temple Baptist Church in 
Portsmouth, Ohio, for eight years. 

Bom in Ohio and living for a time 
in Mexico, he lived principally in 
West Virginia after 
the dea th of his par- 
ents in his early 
youth. Going to 
Georgia, he met the 
future Mrs. Howell 
in Atlanta. After 
their marriage, Dr. 
Howell was or- 
dained to the Chris- 
tian ministry in 

Dr. E. V. Howell Macon, Ga., and be- 
gan his work in 
Wilmington, N. C. Later he also 
served in West Virginia. His serv- 
ice for the Lord was characterized 
by immense energy, versatility of 
talent, and fruitful results. 

Besides his pastoral work, Dr. 
Howell frequently carried on a min- 
istry of evangelism; he was both a 
singer and brass instrumentalist; and 
his broad interests ranged into such 
fields as archaeology and nature 
study. His slides and lectures, grow- 
ing out of his trip to the Holy Land 
and his other travels, are examples 
of the extras with which lie enriched 
his life. 

Besides Mrs. Howell, Dr. Howell 
is survived by his four children — 
two daughters: Mrs. Jacquelyn Oak- 
ley, San Diego, Cal.; and Mrs. Char- 
lotte Rock, Winston-Salem, N. C.; 
two sons: Melvin, Bellflower, Cal., 
and Carroll, Hilliard, Ohio — and a 
sister, Mrs. A. L. Brown, Tampa, 
Fla. 

Dr. Howell’s contact with Bryan 
dates back more than two decades. 
Among the students whom he in- 
fluenced to attend Bryan are his two 
daughters: Mrs. Oakley, ’50, and 
Mrs. Rock, ’53; three Son-ell sisters: 
Mrs. Charlene Ryle, ’58, Mrs. Greta 
Carigon, ’60, and Sandra, ’63; Gayle 
Ryle, ’58; David Gilbert, x’64; Wil- 
liam McKinley, ’59; and Pearl Wal- 
lace, ’63. 

Dr. Howell was also a director of 
Piedmont Bible Institute, Winston- 
Salem, N. C., for many years; and 
in recognition of his invaluable serv- 
ice to Piedmont, he was recipien t four 
years ago of the first honorary degree 
ever conferred by that institution. 


On March 22, the Bryan choir will 
sing a memorial concert at the Els- 
mere church to honor Dr. Howell. 
Mrs. Howell is donating to the col- 
lege science department her hus- 
band’s large collection of nature 
slides as a memorial gift. Dr. Mercer, 
Bryan’s president, represented the 
college at Dr. Howell’s funeral on 
January 9 and was one of three min- 
isters conducting the funeral. The 
other ministers were Rev. Randall 
H. Carroll, Portsmouth, Ohio, and 
Evangelist Jack McClure, St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. 

Miss Snodgrass 

A frequent visitor and friend 
whom we shall also miss at Bryan 
College is Miss Nan Snodgrass, Ten- 
nessee State Director of Child Evan- 
gelism Fellowship from 1941-64. 
“Miss Nan” was bom and brought 
up in Pennsylvania. She departed to 
be with Christ Jan- 
uary 12, 1964, at 
Huntsville, Ala., 
where she had been 
living in recent 
months. She was 
buried in San Ma- 
teo, Fla. 

A letter from 
Miss Merna Wilke- 
witz of Knoxville, 
Tenn., a close friend 
of Miss Snodgrass, 
who was with her in 
the closing days, conveys to us some- 
thing of the glory of the homegoing 
of our friend. 

“May the Lord be praised for my 
appointed time with her that last 
week on earth. Upon asking her one 
day what her chief request of our 
Lord was, so that again we’d be 
heartily in accord at the Throne, she 
answered firmly: T haven’t changed 
my petition. May the Lord be glori- 
fied one way or the other.’ The Lord 
super-abundantly poured back to her 
the love she had abundantly sown a 
life time. Her family and friends 
came long distances, with like phone 
calls, gifts galore and such sacrificial 
acts of love as could only prove a 
foretaste of the riches of the glory 
of the inheritance of the saints. 

“She told the R.N. the night pre- 
vious to her homegoing that she knew 
she was going. How our Lord was 
glorified in His restraints of suffer- 
ings and agonies. She breathed into 
His presence easily after having been 
unable to speak all that Lord’s Day.”

BRYAN LIONS FINISH 
SUCCESSFUL SEASON 

The Bryan Lions climaxed the 
roundball season with a convincing 
win over John Marshall College to 
even their record at 14 wins and as 
many defeats. After a slow start, 5-8, 
before the Christmas holidays, the 
scrappy Lions fought back to an 
impressive post-Christmas record of 
nine wins and six losses in which 
three of the losses were by one point. 

Captain Frank Mercer led the 
team in almost eveiy category. He 
cleared the boards an average of 9.5 
times a game, scored the most total 
points for the season as well as most 
points per game average with 19.1, 
and shot an amazing field goal per- 
centage of .62. Currently Frank is 
ranked ninth in the nation in field 
goal percentage according to the Na- 
tional Athletic Bureau statistics. The 
6' 3" junior also leads die team in 
shooting of fouls, with .77. Co-captain 
Wayne Dixon is just behind Mercer 
in total points and game average 
with 17 points per game. Dixon has 
compiled more points over a four 
year period as a starter than any 
player in the history of Bryan Col- 
lege. He also holds the school record 
for the most field goals in one game 
(20). Lonas Stubbs is second in re- 
bounds with a 6.2 and Oscar Perry 
ripped the cords for a high respect- 
able 48% from the field. 

Highlights of the season include: 
the near upset of highly favored 
University of Chattanooga on their 
own floor; the overtime victory over 
Campbellsville and former teammate 
Jerry Clay; the 207 total point pro- 
duction the night our junior varsity 
and varsity teams scored over 100 
points each; winning four out of five 
overtimes; the loss to Jacksonville 
State by one point in overtime af- 
ter having three field goals called 
back in the overtime at Jacksonville; 
Frank Mercer’s 37 point total against 
Iioward College; the team high of 
108 points against John Marshall. 

With the loss of only one senior, 
Wayne Dixon, the Bryan Lions and 
Coach Cleve Oliver are looking for- 
ward to the 1964-65 season. 

The coach would be glad to receive 
the names of high school seniors or 
juniors who are capable athletes and 
would like to share their Christian testi- 
mony through athletics while receiving 
their liberal arts education.
